‘This Chief of Staff, General Falken- 
hayn, With this day’ begins the 
Hquidation of the Bismarckian Em- 
pire, and, if you Ike, the German 
revolution.” In his  place-.came 
Hihdenburg, together with Luden- 
dorff; who, assumed the newly: 
created. title of “First Quarter- 
master-General,” and. waa hence- 
forth the ‘real master of the 
Kalser’s| Army and: nation. 
“Ludendorff,” says Herr Rosen- 
berg, “devised . the plan of opera. 
tions’ and Hindenburg covered 
them with his name. The Kaiser 
thereby lost the supreme command 
of the ‘Army which he at least 
formally . retained till August, 
1916." 

_ _ Ludendorff’s Methods . 

Ludendorft’s ‘method of usurping 

the dictatorship was a simple one. 
Whenever any military or political 
proposal came up of which he dis- 
approved, he, exerted pressure by 
declaring that -he could not, bear 
the “responsibility.” 
‘ “Imperial authority had sunk. 0 
low and that of the two Army com- 
manders had grown so strong,.that 
Wilhelm II, was powerless against 
If the Kaiser had attempted 
in 1917 -to suppress . Ludendorff,
